They  arrange  their  vacations  chiefly  around 
scKool  holiday*  and  to  auit  their  own  con- 
venience. and  it  ifi  difficult  to  «ee  that  mov- 
ing the  holiday  ahead  two  weeks  would 
make  much  difference  to  the  length  of  the 
season  On  the  other  hand  it  would  make  a 
great  difference  to  Canadians.  For  them 
Labor  Day  is  the  last  public  holiday  of  the 
Summer.  The  Weather  in  the  first  week  of 
September  is  usually  pleasant  and  settled, 
and  to  many  that  Is  the  favorite  week  of 
the  whole  season.

Changing  the  date  of  a 
Canadian  holiday  is  not  likely  to  effect 
that  enough  to  make  it  worth  while

September  Is  open  to  argument: 

The  Canadian  Association  of  Tourist  and 
Publicity  Bureaux  is  working  hard  to  have 
this  change  made  in  the  Dominion  holiday 
schedule.  Its  reasoning  seems  a little  weak. 
The  association  says  that  the  Labor  Day 
holiday  is  the  signal  for  the  homeward 
march  of  visitors  ^and  the  closing  of  hun- 
dreds of  Tourist  centres,  and- thinks  that  by 
postponing  the  holiday  the  trek  could  be 
delayed. 

Whal  difference  does  it  make  to  United 
States  visitors  when  Labor  Day  occurs?
